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Sir: 

In the Examiner's reasons for allowance, he sets forth a particular element 
contained in each independent claim and says the claims are allowable because the prior art does 
not teach or suggest, among other things, this particular element. Each claim further includes 
depositing "a second conductive layer" as part of the recited combination of elements, and it is 
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the recited Combination, which includes the element cited by the Examiner, that is not disclosed 
nor suggested by the prior art. 
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
